Pursuant to City of Chicago Municipal Code ("M.C.C.") Sections 4-60-040 (h) and 4-156-311(d)3(A), the
Department of Business Affairs and Consumer Protection ("BACP") / Local Liquor Control Commission ("LLCC")
of the City of Chicago and the above-named Licensee have agreed to the issuance of Public Place of
Amusement and Consumption on Premises - Incidental Activity licenses under the following conditions:

1. HoursofOperation. Licensee shalloperate Monday thru Friday between the hours of
5:00 pm and 2:00am and Saturday and Sunday from 1:00 pm to 2:00 am.

2. Insurance. Licensee shall maintain and provide proof of insurance evidencing commercial
general liability insurance with limits of not less than $1,000,000 per occurrence for bodily injury,
property damage and, personal injury, and property damage liability and $1,000,000 per
occurrence. The City of Chicago shall be named as an additionally insured on a primary non-
contributory basis for any liability arising directly or indirectly from the operations of Licensee. Each
policy of insurance required under this section shall include a provision requiring 30 days advance
notice to the BACP Commissioner prior to termination or lapse of the policy.

3. Changes toBusiness Activity. The permitted business activities at the business premises are limited
to axe throwing, virtual reality and break / rage room concepts as well as the retail sale and service
of related merchandise, food and alcoholic liquor. Licensee shall notify BACP at least 30 days in
advance of any proposed changes to permitted business activity.

4. AlcoholRestrictions. Anyone purchasing alcohol willberequiredto show ID. Anyone whois
suspected of being intoxicated will not be served or allowed to participate in axe throwing or other
listed activities above. No alcoholic beverages shall be permitted in the throwing lanes or break/ rage
room. At no time shall the sale or consumption of alcoholic beverages be the primary business
activity. Alcohol may only be sold during axe throwing hours. Licensee shall sell no more than three
(3) alcoholic beverages to customers participating in any axe throwing, or other activities. This
limitation shall not apply to customers who have concluded any such axe throwing or other
activities on any given businessday.
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Knife Throwing Prohibited. Licensee is prohibited from the practice of knife throwingasa
business activity.

Firearms Prohibited. Licensee shallnot allow firearms, concealed or otherwise, in the business
premises, unless the individual carrying a firearm is otherwise permitted to do so, because they are
authorized to carry a firearm under Section 24-2(e) of the lllinois Criminal Code

Emergency Contact. Licensee shall identify and maintain designated emergency contact
information thatisaccessible 24 hoursaday. Licensee must designate a person authorized to act for
andon behalf of the business for the purpose of service of process and for the purpose of receiving
and receipting for notices anddemands.

Employee Presence on Site. Licensee agrees to designate at least one trained employee atalltimes
to administer axe throwing sessions, including but not limited to the handling of handle axes, storage
of axes, andimplement safety protocols.

Staff Training. All of Licensee's staff shall be First Aidand CPR certified and shall be Beverage
Alcohol Sellers and Servers Education and Training (BASSET) trained.

Ageof Guests. Licensee agrees persons under the age of 18 willnotbe allowed on the business
premises unless accompanied by parent or legal guardian.

Storage of Axes. Licensee agrees to secure and lock all axes in a secured cabinet at all times when
the axes are not inuse.

Safety plan. Licensee agrees to create and implement a safety plan for handling axes and instructing
guests on proper handling and technique of axe throwing and break / rage items. Such safety plan
shall include teaching axe throwing safety to customers/guests prior to allowing them to participate
in axe throwing activities and other activities.

Safety plan for break / rage room; Licensee will only allow 1 to 4 guests at a time in room, only one
person will be allowed to rage at a time, they must all wear all protective safety gear stated below
before entering room . No alcohol consumption will be allowed in the rage room. A video surveillance
camera will be installed in each room.

Participants are required to wear close-toed shoes and comfortable, gym-like clothing. We provide coveralls,
chest protectors, safety glasses, and gloves.

Staff to provide Safety instructions to individual participants with the following item all the time while in a rage
room:

Wear Protective Gear

Use provided implements for safety

Wear close-toed shoes

Wear helmet with shield

Wear Gloves

Padded elbow gear

o Padded knee gear

Participant will be monitored to make sure that they are wearing all protective gear stated above before entering

room
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No participants will be allowed to use their own tools

All participants will be monitored by our safety staff during the session
First aid kit will be available

In-case of emergency staff shall call 911

All participants must be 18 years and older

No participants will be allowed with their own tools

14. Sale of Axes Prohibited. Licensee shall not sell, make available for sale, loan or give away axes
and/or weapons as defined under Section 8-24-005 of the Municipal Code of Chicago.

15. Live Targets. Licensee shall not use live targets for axe throwing at any time.

16. Duty to Monitor. Licensee shall regularly monitor the exterior area around the Premises during regular
business hours to address and abate noise, loitering and littering complaints about Licensee's patrons or
employees. Licensee will ensure that:

o 1 staff member will be present for every 2 throwers.

e Staff members will always be present and shall stand in the lanes with the throwers to monitor
throwing and provide instruction.

e  Only one thrower will be permitted in an individual lane at a time.

e  Spectators are not permitted in the lanes and remain behind barrier counters.

e Axesare never left unattended.

e Guests are not permitted to leave any throwinglane with an axe.

e Axesarenot permitted in any throwinglane unless a staff member is present.

e Throwers are not permitted to approach targets unless expressly permitted by staff.

e Axes are not handed from one patron to another and that any such transfer involves a two-step
process involving the first person setting the axe down on the floor, and the second person then
picking it up.

17. Duty to Deny Entry. Licensee shall deny entry to any person who is visibly intoxicated and shall notify
local police of all unlawful acts witnessed by, or reported to, any of its employees, includinginstances of
public intoxication, loitering, use of narcotic drugs, unlawful use of marijuana or other public
disturbances. Licensee shall train allemployees regardingtheir duty to report such incidents. Licensee
shall document all incidents reported to the police in a written log and shall retain all incident reports
generated for no less than one (1) year.

18. Duty to Address Nuisance Conditions. In a reasonable and timely manner, Licensee shall
address any public nuisance issues that adversely impact the health, safety, and welfare of the
community.

19. Duty to Notify Police. Licensee shallimmediately notify the police of any illegal activity viewed in and
around the premises.

20. Duty to Monitor Noise. Licensee shall monitor the noise levels emanating from the Premises to ensure

compliance with the Noise Ordinance and Vibration control Ordinance (8-32).

21. Staff Training. All staff will be BASSET or TIPS certified and will be trained with respect to the

detection of fraudulent identification. All staff will be trained to identify intoxicated patrons and will
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take pro-active steps to prevent the intoxication of patrons.

22. Duty to Cooperate. Licensee agrees that in the event the City of Chicago Department of
Business Affairs and Consumer Protection (BACP) receives a complaint, Licensee shall cooperate

fully with any investigation, including, but not limited to, submitting any requested records.

23. Meetings. Licensee agrees to meet with the local Aldermen, City agencies and all local community
groups to identify, address and resolve issues reasonably attributed to Licensee's business
operations. Licensee may designate an agent, who is legally authorized to act for and on behalf of the
Licensee, to attend andparticipate in meetings identified in this section.

24. Non-Smoking Laws. Licensee shall enforce all applicable City and State non-smoking laws as they
related to both the interior and the exterior of the Premises.

The conditions of this liquor license are legally binding and may be enforced by City of Chicago enforcement
authorities under M.C.C. §§ 4-60-040(h) and 4-156-311(d)3(A). All other conditions of the license are governed by
the City of Chicago.

Municipal Code. Violation of the above stated conditions may result in the imposition of a fine and/or suspension
or revocation of all business licenses issued to the Licensee. Violations of the above stated conditions may also
result in the issuance of cease and desist orders prohibiting the activity which violates the conditions of the liquor
license.

The conditions of the business licenses issued pursuant to this Plan of Operation shall apply to the business
address and Licensee and to all officers, managers, members, partners and direct or indirect owners of the entity
of which is licensed. The sale of the Licensee to other persons purchasing the stock of the licensed entity shall be
subject to the same conditions set forth in this Plan of Operation. Any and all potential new owners of the licensed
entity shall be subject to the same conditions set forth in this Plan of Operation.

It shall be the duty of every person conducting, engaging in, operating, carrying on or managing the above-
mentioned business entity to post this Liquor License Plan of Operation next to the business license certificatesin a
conspicuous place at the business address.
